»UW  THAT  CANNOT  BE  QUENCH KD. 

The  failure  of  all  the  attempts  to  extin¬ 
guish  the  fine  which  has  been  raging  in  the 
Eeelv  Rm>  colliery  for  some  time  post,  it  ia 
jfeared,  will  add  another  to  the  perpetually 
buruing  tniqes  that  now  exiat  iu  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  anthracite  regious.  The  greatest 
of  these  is  probably  that  in  tbe  jngular  vei®, 
near  Cool  Ckctle,  Pa.  This  has  been  b  turf¬ 
ing  since  1885.  Lewis F.  Dougherty  opened 
this  vein  10*1886.  The  upper  drift  of  the 
mine  wm  above  water  level,  and*  a  huge  fire 
was  kept  hi  a  grate  at  the  mouth  of  the  mine 
in  winter  to  keep  the  water  from  freezing 
in  the  gutters.  Oue  night  in  the  above  year 
the  timbers, of  the  drift  caught  fire  from  tho1 
grate.  Whjen  it  was  discovered  the  fire  had 
been  carried  down  tbe  air  hole  to  the  lower 
drifts,  and  was  beyoud  coutroL  Two 
miners  entered  the  mine,  hoping  to  recover 
-their  tools.,  They  never  came  out.  The 
mine  wm  abandoned.  No  effort  was  made 
to  mine  any  of  tbe  coal  near  the  burning 
rein,  although  it  wm  considered  the  best 
octal  in  the  region,  until  1856s  Then'  John 
McGinnis  put  in  a  slope  on  tbe  east  side  of 
it,  below  water  leveL  He  struck  tbe  vein 
at  a  place  where  the  ooal  was  so  thick  that 
two  miners  could  keep  a  large  breaker  sup¬ 
plied.  When  four  hundred  yard*  of  gang¬ 
way  had  b«eu  excavated  the  heat  from  the 
burning  Dougherty  mine  began  to  bother 
the  miner*,  McGinnis  attempted  to  open 
an  air-hole.  The  beat  became  so  great  that 
the  men  were  paid  double  wages  to  induce 
them  to  work.  They  worked  entirely 
naked,  aod  were  relieved  ivery  ten  minutes. 
Finally  the  beat  became  so  intans#  that 
woerk  was  abandoned.  The  mine  was  flood¬ 
ed.  After  being  pninped  ont,  men  could 
again  work  for  a  few  days.  The  mine  wm 
flooded  nine  times.  McGinnis  finally  failed 
and  the  n^ine  was  then  abandoned.  The 
fire  hM  beeu  raging  iu  the  vein  ever  since. 
An  area  of  half  a  mile  in  every  direction  bai 
been  burned.  No  vegetation  grows  on  the 
surface.  In  places  the  ground  has  caved 
in,  forming  chasms  a  hundred  feet  deep. 
There  ia  but  a  thin  shell  of  earth  over  the 
pit  of  fire.  At  night  blue,  sulphurous  flames 
isaue  from  the  crevices  in  the  ground.  It  if 
dangerous  to  walk  across  the  spot.  Several 
persons  have  mysteriously  disappeared  iu 
the  vicinity  during  the  past  tweuty  years. 
It  is  believed  that  iu  a  majority  of  the  caaei 
they  have  fallen  into  the  burning  mine. 
Dougherty,  tbe  original  proprietor  of  the 
mine,  a  Unnoted  to  go  across  iloDee.  Hs 
sank  to  his  armpits  through  the  crust,  aud 
was  only  saved  by  courageous  friends  who 
vetured  to  bis  assistance.  The  stonee  on 
the  ground  are  hot,  and  snow  never  rests 
there.  Ram-sturns  to  vapor  as  fast  as  it 
falls  on  the  ropf  of  the  burning^gnine. 
lion  of  4olla*r  worth  of  the  best  quality  of 
ooal  have  been  consumed  by  the  fire. 

Tbe  Summit  Hill  rniue,  near  Maucb 
Cbupk,  has  been  burning  for  25  years.  It 
is  believed  that  this  miue  was  sat  on  fire  by 
discontented  miners.  Thousands  of  dollars 
have  beeu  expended  in  fruitless  endeavors 
.io  extinguish  the  flames. 

The  Butler  mine,  near  Pittston,  has  been 
burning  three  years.  It  was  set  on  fire  by 
a  party  cf  tramps,  who  built  a  fire  in  the 
mine  in  1877.  .The  fire  is  in  the  upper 
drifts.  It  is  confined  to  au  area  of  forty 
acres  by  an  immense  ditch  forty  feet  wide, 
which  was  excavated  between  the  burning 

But  for  tliat  obstacle  the  fire  would  have 
communicated  to  some  of  the  most  exten¬ 
sive  mines  in  tbe  Lackawanna  Valley,  and  a 
subterraneous  conflagration  would  have 
swept  utider  tbe  whole  of  West  Pittston. 
Miueni  have  worked  in  tjie  lower  drift  of 
tbo  Butler  mine  since  the  fire  broke  out, 
but  there  are  forty  feet  of  rock  between 
them  and  the  field  of  fire  above.  The  water 
that  trickles  through  the  roof  is  scalding  hot. 
Tho  temperature  ia  so  high  that  the  men  oan 
wear  but  little  clothing.
